26. CSM'S POND, IN TOKYO, SAYS TRAGEDY OF SK TODAY 
IS THAT KOREAN BELIEVERS IN DEMOCRACY AND RIGHT 

OF FREE SPEECH SHOULD BE SO DEPRIVED OF PARTICIPATION 
IN THEIR GOVT - AND SUBJECTED TO DEATH PENALTY FOR 
PROTESTING THEIR LOSS. FURTHER TRAGEDY IS THAT

ARE SO UNNECESSARY. PARK PROVIDED STRONG LEADERSHIP, 
DEFENDED COUNTRY AGAINST NK, STOPPED FACTIONALISM, 

LED NATION INTO REMARKABLE "ECONOMIC MIRACLE," AND 
REOPENED CIVIL CONTACT WITH NK. BUT IN 1972, PARK 
SQUANDERED VOLUNTARY SUPPORT OF S. KOREANS - OR 
"90 PERCENT CONTROL," AS ONE FOREIGN DIPLOMAT TERMED 
IT - BY TRYING TO GRASP ;00 PERCENT MONOPOLY OF 
POWER -REGARDLESS OF COST. PARK'S REPRESSIVE ACTS, 
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FAR FROM STIFLING WHAT LITTLE OPPOSITION THERE WAS, 

FANNED IT INTO REAL OPPOSITION AND ALIENATED AN 
IMPORTANT 13 PERCENT OF THE POPULATION -KOREA'S 
CONSERVATIVE CHRISTIANS. RESULT, DIPLOMATICALLY, 

IS SERIOUS STRAIN IN SK'S RELATIONS WITH ITS CLOSEST 
ALLY, JAPAN; AND RESULT DOMESTICALLY IS WIDESPREAD 
REVULSION OF S. KOREANS TOWARD THEIR GOVT. 

27. CDN'S KEYES BEECH IN SEOUL (AUG. 13) CITES 
AMERICANS SAYING BEST WAY TO COPE WITH REGIME LIKE

UNCLASSIFIED 
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SAYS PARK'S CONTEMPT FOR HUMAN RIGHTS AND HIS 
DEFIANCE OF US TO WHICH SK OWES ITS EXISTENCE MIGHT 
LEAD SOME OBSERVERS TO CONCLUDE PARK IS POWER-MADLUNATIC 
WHO LOST HIS MARBLES. TAKING CONTRARY VIEW, KEYES 
OBSERVES THAT 13 YEARS IN POWER HAVE SHARPENED PARK'S 
NATIVE SHREWDNESS, HIS SELF-CONFIDENCE INCREASING 
IN DIRECT PROPORTION TO SK'S GROWING ECON SELF-RELIANCE. 
CONTENDS, MOREOVER, THAT PARK HAS HAK IN HIS CORNER. 

HAK RECENTLY REMARKED THAT WHILE "WE WOULD NOT HAVE 
RECOMMENDED" SOME OF PARK'S ACTIONS, US WILL CONTINUE 
TO EXTEND SK AID BECAUSE, IN EFFECT, NATIONAL SELF- 
INTEREST TAKES PRECEDENT OVER HUMAN RIGHTS. ELABORATING 
ON HAK'S THEME IN TESTIMONY BEFORE TWO HOUSE SUBCOMMITTEES 

NOTES ACTING EA ASST. SEC. HUMMEL, WHILE CRITICAL 
OF PARK'S PERFORMANCE ON HUMAN RIGHTS SAID: "IN 
OUR VIEW, THE PREVENTION OF WAR ON THE KOREAN PENINSULA 
IS THE FIRST AND MOST IMPORTANT STEP TOWARD THE 
MAINTENANCE OF HUMAN LIBERTIES." KEYES VIEWS THIS 
AS "KIND OF MUSIC. ..PARK LIKES TO HEAR, FOR IT JUSTIFIES - 
IN HIS VIEW - POLICE STATE RULE" OVER S. KOREANS. 

NOTES ROKG PROPAGANDIZING "IMMINENCE" OF NK INVASION, 

BUT CITES US INTELLIGENCE ESTIMATES THAT THREAT 
TODAY IS NO GREATER THAN IT EVER WAS AND EVEN LESS 
IN VIEW OF US DETENTE WITH PEKING AND MOSCOW. 

AS MUCH AS PARK MAY BE DESPISED BY INTELLECTUAL 
COMMUNITY, ACCORDING KEYES, FEW KOREANS WANT TO

31. SPEAKING AT FOREIGN CORRESPONDENTS' CLUB THURSDAY, 
ROBERT SCALAPINO SUGGESTED THAT ALL-OUT SINO-SOVIET 
WAR IS NOT IMMINENT, AND THERE IS POSSIBILITY OF 

LIMITED RAPPROCHEMENT IN NEAR FUTURE. EXPLAINED
